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Report of Board of Health. 


At the termination of the fiscal year, the second annual 
report of the present Board of Health is hérewith presented. 

It’s object is not only to instruct the pnblie in hygenic 
and sanitary measures, but to chronicle the work performed — 
by this department. Notwithstanding that disease and 
death have been abroad in our community we find that we 
can congratulate our citizens that there has been so little of 
what is denominated—“preventable disease.” 

There has not been an epidemic of any kind and only 
three or four isolated cases of scarletina, that were promptly 
quarantined and no further spread. In fact I think we 
are warranted in saying that Plymouth is unquestionably a 
healthy town, not having a single case of typhoid fever 
during the past year. 

In the early part of the year it was found that the 
water supply was inadequate to the necessities of a growing 
population and increased demand for water. The officers 
of the water company set themselves to work to provide for 
this increased demand, in an intelligent and far-sighted 
manner and without further specification we can truthfully 
say, the water supply leaves nothing to be desired in the way 
of purity, coming as it does from the pure springs far re- 
moved from all sources of contamination or infection. 

Thorough chemical and microscopical examinationr 
have been conclusively proved that no better water can be 
found anywhere than what is furnished to the citizens of 
Plymouth. We would urge a further extension of our 
system of sewerage and more frequent and thorough flush- 
ing, and also urge all families not connected to do so the 
coming spring, that nothing can be desired in this direction. 
Plymouth, it is said, is the gateway through which the 
tourist passes on his way to the mountains. We consider 
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ourselves under moral obligations in offering to the sojourner 
in our midst every possible guaranty that nothing will be 
left undone that may contribute to health or at least guard 
the visitor against the dangers of sanitary neglect... So 
far as we can learn from inquiry, the milk supply of Ply- 
mouth is certainly much superior to that of our larger 
towns. The most serious danger of the milk supply is 
from infection from tuberculosis. Hence we would urge 
all those who are engaged in the business of furnishing so 
universal an article of food to see that the vessels used are 
thoroughly scalded and the herd be occasionally examined 
with the tuberculine test. The time is not far distant 
when the consumers of milk will insist on having the purest 
and best milk supply that advanced sanitation can produce. 

It might be of interest to know that a Health Associa- 
tion has been formed and one meeting called by G. P. Conn, 
President of the New Hampshire Siate Board, on the 14th 
of October, 1896. The meeting for the first, was a large 
one, composed of the officers of the State Board and dele- 
gates from all the local boards of the state, and several in- 
teresting and instructive papers read and many reports by 
the delegates present. 

On the principle that anything that is worth doing at 
all, is worth doing well, we think this Association is bound 
to do great good to all who attend and co-operate in the dis- 
semination of the information thus acquired.
